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Close That Credibility Gap 


There are a lot of reasons why voters in should 
flock to the Special Town Meeting that will be held at the high 
school on Tuesday, October 7. 

There are the usual ones, of course, that pertain, generally, 
to patriotic duties and, specifically, to the need to address hot 
button issues that have placed the community at a crossroads. 

Here’s a good one: It establishes your credibility if you 
attend town meetings. 

Consider that reason to be a cousin of the old argument that 
states that you do not have the right to complain about mat- 
ters in town if you do not vote and do anything about them. 

In a recent column, Kevin Anderson made a strong case 
when he compared small town governments to a baseball 
game. To prove a point, Anderson likened the residents of 
Bligh Street, Colonial Drive and Foster Road to Red Sox fans 
who doze through the game-altering innings of a night at 
Fenway that they catch on the tube, Such sleepy fans, who nod 
off early on, wake up startled by the rush of developments that 
they missed. 

Through research, Anderson found that the residents of the 
streets mentioned above did not attend the town meeting at 
which 400 acres of state-owned land were barred from devel- 
opment. Given the approval of that article, the community 
considered turning to town-owned land as a possible remedy 
for affordable housing needs. A selectmen-appointed commit- 
tee, you may recall, recommended this past summer that two 
parcels in the aforementioned neighborhoods should be con- 
sidered for such housing. : 

Selectmen rejected the committee’s proposal after facing the 
wrath of residents who opposed any developments in their 
back yards and railed against the notion that they were kept 
in the dark about the whole matter. 

In certain respects, those residents lacked credibility 
because they did not attend the town meeting at which a new 
leg in the quest for affordable housing began. If they had 
attended, then maybe they would have followed the matter of 
affordable housing more closely, perhaps enough so that some 
of them would have landed on the Local Housing Partnership 
or kept in contact with those appointed to it. 

See? Credibility. 

At town meetings you can do your part to shape your com- 
munity. You can also create merit for yourself for when an 
issue down the road captures your heart or inches towards 


your door step.

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The old Salem & Lowell Railroad 


Rolled through Wilmington and Tewksbury 


The following story was first 
published in the Town Crier in 
1992. 

By CAPT. LARZ NEILSON 

The Salem and Lowell Railroad 

operated from 1851 to 1923. Few 
people in the towns of North 
Reading, Wilmington and 
Tewksbury today know that there 
ever was such a railroad in their 
town. 
‘The last train ran from Lowell 
to Salem in June 1923, This 
writer, by happenstance, hap- 
pened to be in North Wilmington, 
at Brown's Crossing, to see that 
train go eastward, the conductor 
standing alone on the rear plat- 
form. 

Lowell, on the Merrimack 
River, was a cotton manufactur- 
ing town from about 1820 for 
about 100 years. Cotton, grown in 
the southland of the US, was 
shipped to Boston and then sent 
to Lowell on the old Middlesex 
Canal, and then later, starting 
about 1823, on the Boston and 
Lowell Railroad. 

A dozen years or so before the 
Civil War the merchants of 
Salem were talking about con- , 
struction of a railroad between 
their town and Lowell. Lowell 
was one of the busiest communi- 
ties in the United States. Water 
power was the reason, water 
power from the Merrimack 
River. 

One of the persons who 
explored the route for the Salem 
& Lowell was Asa Sheldon of 
Wilmington, a man who had been 
constructing railroads ever since 
the Boston & Lowell. 

Whether or not Asa had a part 
in the construction of the Salem 
& Lowell is a question, but he did 
explore along the Ipswich River 


io find the best route. 


Asa tells the story in this book, 
“Wilmington Farmer,” copies of 
which are in Wilmington Public 
Library. 

His book is one of the best, in * 
the United States for what may 
be called “local reading lore.” 
Some ladies, believe to have been 
members of the Wilmington 
Women’s Club, in 1959 had a 
reprint made of Asa’s book. They 
termed themselves Friends of 
the Wilmington Public Library. 

Want to know about hop grow- 
ing? Asa did it, and transported 
Wilmington hops to New York 


and Philadelphia. He tells the 
tale, 


Want to catch a wild goose, by 
hand? 

Asa tells how to do it. All the 
reader has to do is find the wild 
goose first. 

Want to operate an old fash- 
ioned water powered saw mill? 

Asa did it, at what was later 
Brown's Mill, on Salem Street in 
Wilmington. He brought that mill 
from Major Aaron Pearson, and 
made a profit until one day, Nov. 
13, 1809, when a load of timbers 
fell on him, and broke his leg. 

The physician who took care of 
Asa was Frank Kittredge of 
Wilmington, member of a well 
known Tewksbury family. Asa’s 
story of how Dr. Kittredge took 
care of him is well worth read- 
ing. 

Asa was hired, about 1848 to 
help “layout” the Salem & Lowell.

Matthew Loughran and John 
Demerjian were the groom’s 


acres of land about 1816. 
Wilmington and Tewksbury have 
a lot of lore about Dr. Silas and 
his family. 

His father, for instance, was the 
Captain of the Tewksbury 
Trained Band (Militia) on 
Concord Day, the beginning of 
the American Revolution. His 
son was the first physician of the 
‘Tewksbury Alms House, now the 
‘Tewksbury Hospital. 

Silas lived for about half a cen- 
tury in the Harnden Tavern. One 
of the traditions of that building 
is how he sat at the upstairs win- 
dow, overlooking Salem Street, 
and wrote letters to his son who 
as serving in the Union Army, 
under General McLellan, as a 
physician, during the Civil War. 

Remnants of the Salem and 
Lowell Railroad can be seen 
today. In North Wilmington, the 
railroad bed crosses Salem

Part of his work was to look for a 
railroad track site in the area of 
the Hundred Acre Meadow. 

The Hundred Acre Meadow is 
an immense area where the 
Ipswich River flows through 
Wilmington, North Reading and 
Reading. Some would call it a 


‘swamp. 

Asa drove his horse and vehicle 
out into the Hundred Acre 
Meadow in the month of March. 
It was foggy, and Asa drove fur- 
ther north than he was planning. 
The ice broke. The vehicle and 
horse were in the river, but Asa 
was, fortunately, on top of the 
ice.

“Men with an average risk 
should have a prostate specif- 
ic antigen (PSA) test done at 
45 years, as a baseline, and 
continue to be tested every 
year,” said radiation oncolo- 
gist Theodore Lo, MD.

‘The Friends of Harnden Tavern is a volunteer-based fund-raising 
group working to furnish the historic Harden Tavern. 
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Perkins family, who showed 19 
acres of land being owned by 
Nova Corporation. 

The Town of Tewksbury fore- 
closed on the land in March of 
1985 for the failure to pay taxes 
during the years 1957 through 
1976. 

During the permitting of the 
Jennie’s Way development in 
1997, the validity of the town’s 
ownership of the land previous- 
ly held by Magee was called 
into question. As part of a set- 
tlement of a lawsuit with the 
town, the Perkins family agreed 
to perform title research for the 
parcel 

The town’s own research, per- 
formed by Attorney James 
Coppola in 2001, was inconclu- 
sive. The research performed 
on behalf of the Perkins family 
by Attorney Edward Rainen 
during the same time period 
was just the opposite. 

In a letter written to Town 
Manager David Cressman by 
Perkins family attorney 
Richard O'Neill, it was asserted 
that Magee owned no land in 
that area. In the letter, which is 
dated October 9, 2001, O’Neill 
states that “Attorney Rainen’s 
final conclusion, therefore, is 
that there is no such parcel as 
Map 114, Lot 1, irrespective of 
configuration, Magee 
Construction owned no land in 


this vicinity.” 

As a result, the foreclosure of 
land was vacated, and the 
Perkins family paid the sum of 
$62,000 for all rights to the land 
in question, per an agreement 
drawn up by O'Neill on behalf 
of the Perkins family and 
signed by the Board of 
Selectmen. The figure of 
$62,000 was based on the 
amount of taxes that would 
have been collected on that 
land from the time of the tax- 
taking to the time of the agree- 
ment. 

It is the activity of 2001 that 
has raised the eyebrows of 
Selectman Douglas Sears. He 
takes issue especially with a 
portion of the agreement that 
alleges that the parcel of land 
taxed to Magee Construction, 
and later taken by the town, 
“has neither history, nor basis 
on the record of the Registry of 
Deeds or in fact.” 

“Since it’s so easy to find ref- 
erence to Nova’s title online . . . 
I wonder about the intent of the 
drafters,” Sears states. 

Nova’s title can be accessed 
on the Internet at www.low- 
elldeeds.com. 

Sears finds it puzzling that 
Cressman and the Town 
Treasurer would convey that 
parcel of land so that others 
could develop it after owning 
the land for 20 years. He ques- 
tions also why Town Counsel 
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Ownership of Perkins parcel in dispute 


would not have reviewed the 
agreement prior to the board’s 
signing. 

“This agreement was a great 
misuse of town resources,” 
Sears states. “Clearly, it would 
have been in the best interest of 
the town to sell this tax title 
land for the $6 million that 
Perkins hopes to realize from 
its sale to Mills. The town could 
find many uses for that $6 mil- 
lion, including the lowering of 
taxes.” 

Magee is also concerned by 
the activity in 2001, of which he 
proclaims no knowledge. 

“It seems to us that there has 
been some unfair activity going 
on over there,” Magee states. 
“We are studying the matter 
and researching, but we are 
neither for nor against a mall 
at that location at this point.” 

Cressman chooses to refrain 
from commenting on the mat- 
ter until a final determination 
is made. 

Meanwhile, Kelley plans to 
determine whom to send a tax 
bill to by the end of this week. 

“Mr. Magee asserts that his 
land sits in the middle of the 
Perkins property, but is not as 
large as the engineer's map 
shows,” Kelley states. 

Attorney O'Neill did not 
return messages left for him by 
the Town Crier. 


Solutions explored for water woes 
Electronic valves, additional storage tank considered

TEWKSBURY - The Water 
Study Committee met with 
Town Manager David 
Cressman on ‘Thursday, 
September 25 to further discuss 
immediate and long-term solu- 
tions to inadequacies of the 
local water storage and distrib- 
ution system. 

The town’s water storage 
units must be refilled as quick- 
ly as they are used or their sup- 
plies will eventually run a 
deficit, At least one hot sunny 
day this past summer led the 
town to believe that the current 
system was no longer able to 
keep up. 

The committee was formed 
after the Board of Selectmen 
was notified of a water shortage 
issue on July 6, 2003. In July, 
selectmen learned that the 
town had hit a peak water 
usage of nearly 9 million gal- 
lons. That does not, however, 
mean that Tewksbury used 
almost 9 million gallons of 
water on July 6. 

‘The figure of 9 million gallons 
is based on an evaluation of 
water usage during a 2-to-3- 


minute period, taken at the 
time of peak usage for the day, 
and then extrapolated over a 24 
hour period. This is a univer- 
sally used formula in the indus- 
try to project how much water 
would potentially be used if the 
town remained at its peak for a 
24-hour period. 

According to Selectman 
Jerome Selissen, who is the 
chairman of the Water Study 
Committee, the town's current 
water distribution would not be 
capable of producing close to 9 
million gallons in a 24-hour 
period. On July 6, though, the 
town did remain at a 9 million- 
gallon demand for as long as 2 
to 3 hours. 

* “The actual usage for that day 
was roughly 5.7 million gal- 
lons,” stated Selissen. 

Last week, the committee dis- 
cussed the possibility of build- 
ing an additional storage tank 
as one of its mid-term solutions. 
Despite rumors that South 
Tewksbury will be getting a 
storage tank, Selissen stressed 
that the tank is one of several 
options and should not be con- 
sidered a “done deal.”

The town currently has two 
water storage units, a 1 million- 
gallon elevated tank in the 
vicinity of Astle Street and two 
underground 500,000-gallon 
tanks in the Ames Pond area. 

“The town has a major deficit 
in distribution storage volume,” 
stated Mike Walsh of CDM, the 
engineering firm assisting in 
the study. “We know you need 
more storage. The study will 
determine where and how 
much is needed.” 

CDM has concluded that the 
water system is unable to pro- 
vide the full recommended fire 
flow at a number of locations in 
town. The town’s water study 
will determine the most cost 
effective means of rectifying 
any deficiencies. 

As Tewksbury Fire Chief 
Thomas Ryan stated, all areas 
of town currently have enough 
water pressure to ensure ade- 
quate pressure for effective fire 
fighting. The lack of recom- 
mended fire flow, however, can 
adversely affect the town's 
Insurance Services Office 
(ISO) rating. 

The ISO is a company that 
produces ratings for fire 
departments nationwide. It 
publishes its ratings for the 
insurance industry to use in 
determining rates for home- 
owner insurance. The ratings 
are based on a 1 to 10 scale, 
with a rating of 1 being the 
best. Fire departments are 
evaluated on their ability to 
fight fires within the town. 

The committee also discussed 
last week the installation of 
electronic valves close to the 
Astle Street storage tank as one 
of its near-term goals. 

“We are basically looking into 
a number of different alterna- 
tives for solving the town’s 
water issues,” stated Selissen. 
“(The town’s capacity for) 
water storage is definitely an 
issue.”

MCAS scores show improvements

and 12 percent ranked Warning. 
Local sophomores exceeded the 
state levels in the categories of 
Advanced and _ Proficient. 
Furthermore, fewer tenth 
graders failed the math test 
than students cumulatively did 
statewide. 

On the English Language Arts 
test, 48 percent of tenth graders 
ranked Proficient, 25 percent 
scored Needs Improvement, 19 
percent registered as 
Advanced, and 7 percent 
ranked Warning. Last year, 16 
percent of students ranked in 
the Advanced category. 

Thirty juniors, who took the 
test last May as sophomores, 
still need to pass either the 
Math or English exams in 
order to graduate in June of 
00s. : 

Local eighth graders scored 
50 percent in the Needs 
Improvement category of the 
Science and Technology exam, 
exceeding the state average by 
13 percent. From there, the 
eighth graders ranked 31 per- 
cent in the Proficient category, 
17 percent in the Warning cate- 
gory, and 2 percent in the 
Advanced category. Fewer stu- 
dents ranked in the Warni 
category than at the state level, 
which ranked at 31 percent. 

On the math portion of the 
exam, eighth graders scored 38 
percent in the Needs 
Improvement category, 20 per- 
cent in the Warning category, 
30 percent in the Proficient cat- 
egory, and 12 percent in the 
Advanced category. 
Specifically, these figures mark 
increases over last year’s local 
results in the Advanced and 


Proficient categories and a 
decrease in the Warning rank. 
This trend has been sustained 
over three years of testing data. 

For the seventh graders, who 
took the English Language Arts 
exam, 74 percent scored 
Proficient, 18 percent ranked 
Needs Improvement, 8 percent 
scored Advanced, and 1 percent 
fell into the Warning category. 

It is on the Proficient level 
that local seventh graders best- 
ed the state, which clocked in 
at 57 percent. That 1 percent of 
students in the Warning rank 
comes in below the 7 percent 
that fell into that category on 
the state front. 

Furthermore, the percentages 
in the categories of Advanced, 
Proficient, and Needs 
Improvement marked improve- 
ments of the figures in those 
ranks in the Wilmington School 
System last year. 

In the sixth grade, students 
ranked 37 percent in the 
Proficient category, 34 percent 
in the Needs Improvement cat- 
egory, 16 percent in the 
Advanced category, and 14 per- 
cent in the Warning category. 
Students dramatically outper- 
formed the state at the 
Proficient and Warning levels. 

Fifth graders took the science 
portion of the MCAS exam and 
ranked accordingly: 43 percent, 
Proficient; 31 percent, Needs 
Improvement; 21 percent, 
Advanced; and 5 percent, 
Warning. Such figures best the 
state on all counts. 

Fourth graders took the 
Mathematics and English 
Language Arts exams. In 
math, 52 percent ranked Needs 
Improvement, 28 percent 


ranked Proficient, 13 percent 
ranked Warning, and 8 percent 
ranked Advanced. In English, 
52 percent of the fourth graders 
scored Proficient, 33 percent 
ranked Needs Improvement, 11 
percent scored Advanced, and 4 
percent fell into the Warning 
category. 

These figures denote a 
decrease in the performances 
of fourth graders during the 
past three years, At the same 
time, they also represent better 
numbers than were achieved 
statewide, 

According to Assistant 
Superintendent of Schools Dr 
Lore Nielsen, it is the perfor- 
mance of fourth graders in the 
categories of Math and English 
that will need close scrutiny. 

Lastly, in the third grade, stu- 
dents took the Reading exam. 
Seventy-seven percent of the 
third graders scored in the 
Proficient category, with 21 
percent of them ranking in the 
Needs Improvement category 
and 2 percent of them landing 
in the Warning category. 

Wilmington third graders sub- 
stantially beat out students on 
the statewide level: At the state 
level, 63 percent of students 
ranked Proficient, while 30 per- 
cent were categorized as Needs 
Improvement and 7 percent 
came in under Warning. (An 
Advanced category did ~ not 
exist for this test.) 

Dr. Nielsen recently presented 
the MCAS results to the School 
Committee. Parents were to 
receive individual reports on 
their child’s performance in the 
mail at some point in the past 
week,

Program . Manager Sue 
Harris and Director of regis- 
tration and Training Natalie 
Sheehan Dias note that space 
and experience are two of the 
big motivators for families 
looking to become foster par- 
ents. 

“When families have space 
in their homes, that motivates 
them, Harris said. 

Dias added, “Having raised 
their own children, they want 
to become foster parents.” 

Dias also noted, “When a 
person grows up with friends 
who were in foster care or 
with a parent who was a foster 
parent, they want to continue 
(the experience).” 

Other motivators are 
advertising and public rela- 
tions programs, presentations 
before church groups and 
word of mouth. 

No matter what the reason 
for wanting to become a foster 
parent, a commitment must 
always accompany that moti- 
vation. 

“These kids are in need of 
help,” Malone said. “So the 
commitment must be there. 


That is where the screening 


process comes in.” 

According to Malone, many 
parents come to the agency 
looking for younger place- 
ments, The screening process 
helps the United Homes staff 
to determine the needs of the 
potential foster family so that 
a satisfactory match can be 
made with the available chil- 
dren. 

As'to the success of the pro- 
gram, Malone said, “We have a 
lot of families that have been 
with us for over 10 years.”

Despite the screening, com- 
mitments do change. Single 
parents get married or remar- 
ried or the need arises for the 
family to move. 

In the latter case some fam- 
ilies have a choice to make, 
they must either adopt the fos- 
ter child or move out of the 
program. 

Although United Homes is 
not a private adoption agency, 
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the staff realizes that the foster
